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This building was erected by the good Methodist people near 
1900. Through the years many souls have found God. Once, 
when the building was crowded, a young man stood outside near 
the window, where conviction seized him and he pushed his way 
to the altar and God saved him. Today he is a minister still preach- 
ing that old-fashioned gospel that saves men from sin. Brother 
Henry A. Bober recently conducted a revival here, where many 
were blessed and encouraged.

Below we are giving a list of the 
states sending students to the Bible 
Training School for the term of 1946- 
1947. This list is a very interesting 
one. It will give some consolation to 
some of the states and will possibly 
spur some to greater action in the 
future in behalf of the School. Since 
we have our new home, with greater 
facilities and opportunities for better 
work, each of the states should help 
us double our effort in the bringing 
of students to the Bible Training 
School. 

We would like to call your atteniion 
to a few things that are outstanding 
in the list given below. Among the 
class A states, Tennessee is the leader, 
with eighty-three students. Perhaps 
Tennessee has some advantage over 
the other states, due to the fact that 
the College is within its limits. How- 
ever, there are other large states that 
are close and we are looking for them 
to give a great amount of competition 
to Tennessee this coming year. Ac- 
cording to our list, Georgia ranks sec- 
ond, Alabama third, North Carolina 
fourth, Florida fifth, and South Caro- 
lina sixth of the Class A states. We 
feel confident that all of these lists 
can be doubled another year. 

Then I would like to call your at- 
tention to the large number of stu- 
dents, on a percentage basis, who 
were sent by some of the states.

only eleven churches and_ sends 
eleven students. This, of course, is one 
student for every church in the State. 
The State of Michigan has a very 
fine percentage.

A FATAL STEP? 

The great gift of $10,750,000 from the Smith Reynolds 
Foundation to Wake Forest College was accepted at the 
special session of the North Carolina State Baptist Con- 
vention, only four per cent of the delegates voting in the 
negative. “The great enthusiasm displayed” recalls “the 
Sunday in June” when the Northern Baptist Convention 
accepted a large gift of Standard Oil money for the es- 
tablishment of the University of Chicago. What disaster 
that gift brought upon Northern Baptists! 

I suppose this great sum is largely invested in the manu- 
facture of Camel cigarettes, and in a way, Wake Forest will 
now be in that pestilent business. Duke University was at 
one time a Methodist college; then it received a huge en- 
dowment from the Dukes who were manufacturers of 
chewing tobacco (“Bull Durham”) and changed their col- 
lege name from Trinity College to Duke University. The 
consequences have been what might have been expected. 
One cannot affront the Spirit of God and retain His bless- 
ing. Dr. Eggleston, late president of Hampton-Sidney 
College, when asked by a Southern Methodist as to sending 
his son to Duke, replied: 

“Oh yes! I would by all means advise you to send your 
son to Duke University if you wish him to disavow every 


essential article of the Christian faith.” 
—Sunday School Times. 





SCRIPTURE DISTRIBUTION IN 1946 

The American Bible Society reports a circulation of 
11,394,200 volumes of Scriptures in 1946, nearly four mil- 
lion of which were distributed in this country. The cir- 
culation, by its four Negro agencies, working only among 
the Colored People in this U. S., was the highest since the 
organization of its first Negro agency in 1901. 

Chaplains, returning to civilian life, continued to call 
for Scriptures, as occupational troops and those stationed 
at home were established in more permanent locations of 
a peace-time basis, while Scriptures were needed for men 
in Veterans Hospitals. 

The Society’s circulation abroad, exclusive of its agen- 
cies, which regularly work in more than forty countries, 
includes the distribution of specially printed Scriptures 
in languages spoken in the devastated areas of Europe, 
and to hundreds of thousands of refugees, whose Bibles 
were destroyed or lost in their forced marchings. Scores 
of grateful letters have been received by the Society from 
the recipients of the books. 

For the first time in many decades the American Bible 
Society has been able to make a shipment of Scriptures 
to Russia. The receipt of these books, presented to the 
Archbishop Alexei of the Russian Orthodox Church of 
Moscow, on his visit to this country, has been acknowl- 
edged. The shipment contained 500 Ancient Greek New 
Testaments, which, according to the acknowledgement, 
were distributed among theological students, 5,000 Russian 
New Testaments and 100,000 Russian Gospels. 
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Hundreds of thousands of German prisoners of war, 
at work under guard in various parts of Europe, rece‘ved 
Bibles, Testaments and Portions from the Society. Nearly 
three million Scriptures were sent to Latin American 
countries. The Bible Society was unable to meet many de- 
mands, received from their agencies, for additional books. 
The agency in Rio de Janeiro informed the Society that if 
it might have 50,000 copies of the Portuguese Bible on 
their shelves, every one could be placed. 


THAT NEW CALENDAR 

The proposal for the adoption of the World Calendar, 
which would set aside Sunday and Sunday observance, 
has not only been introduced in the United States Con- 
gress and covered by the bill H. R. 1345 now under exami- 
nation by the House Foreign Affairs Committee, but it 
has also been placed upon the agenda of the Economic 
and Social Council of the United Nations. 

The Economic and Social Council, at its Fourth General 
Session in March, agreed to bring this proposal to the at- 
tention of the member nations of the United Nations 
Organization. It also charged its Secretariat with the re- 
sponsibiljty of gathering information that would have a 
bearing upon this proposal, looking to a final recommen- 
dation to the General Assembly with reference to it; this 
recommendation to be prepared by the Fifth General Ses- 
sion of the Economic and Social Council in July. 

Strong pressure is being put behind this World Calendar 
proposal, which breaks the historic week and would re- 
quire the observance of Sunday on the day called Saturday 
during 1951, and on Friday and Thursday in 1952, this be- 
ing leap year; on Wednesday in 1953, and on Tuesday in 
1954, and Monday in 1955, returning to its original p'ace 
in the week only in 1956, and then only for six months, 
when the round of the days starts all over again. 

Inasmuch as this proposal is definitely against the in- 
‘srests of Jews, Catholics and Protestants, and of all re- 
ligions that have fixed sacred days, there is every reason 
why evangelicals should take an active interest in oppos- 
ing House Bill 1345. 

It seems that we are constantly asking our busy readers 
to write their Congressmen about something or other, 
but there is no other practical way to let Washington 
know what evangelicals are thinking. If we do nothing, 
we might wake up some fine morning and find that Sun- 
day does not come every seven days, and that Christmas 
and Easter have lost their chronological significance. 
Write your Congressman today.—NEA.

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Divine Healing 


Text: Isaiah 53:5. 


As I look out and see God’s beauti- 
ful sunshine as it kisses the earth and 
gives its healing touch to the scars 
left by the winter storms, I think 
there is nothing that can take the 
place of sunshine, created by the 
hand of God, though man has tried 
and probably succeeded in a measure 
to find a substitute. I once read of 
a beautiful garden which someone 
had made on a roof in a crowded 
city. There were plants and flowers, 
and electric lights to take the place 
of sunshine; but to us who have 
worked in our own gardens and felt 
the touch of fresh earth, watered by 
the rain that falls from the sky and 
warmed by the real God-given sun- 
Shine, a garden like that could never 
take the place of a real one. So, as 
no ultra-violet, nor any other rays, 
can take the place of real sunshine, 
neither is there anything that can 
take the place of the healing touch 
of the divine hand with those who 
- know the Lord and have felt His heal- 
ing power. 

Our text says, “With his stripes we 
are healed.” So we see that our heal- 
ing was actually provided for in the 
atonement. Jesus suffered that we 
might be healed. Even Isaiah had a 
glimpse of that glorious truth and 
wrote of it as He was moved by the 
Holy Ghost. 

Sometimes we are. made to wonder 
why so many who once trusted the 
Lord to heal their bodies now resort 
to medical aid. Surely God’s Word is 
just as true as it was twenty-five 
years ago. That is when I first heard 
of the Church of God, and brother, 
sister, the same people who brought 
me the message of sanctification and 
the baptism with the Holy Ghost, also 
brought me the message of divine 
healing.

“It is not so important,” you say?

It was so important that Jesus gave 
His disciples a special command to 
heal the sick as they went from place 
to place preaching the gospel, Mark 
3:13-15; also the other seventy, Luke 
19:9. 

Then, in Luke 10:24, He tells them 
that many prophets and kings desired 
to see these things and did not see 
them. Think of that! Many great men 
desired to see the very things which 
you and I, as ministers of the Word 
of God, have the privilege of pro- 
claiming and demonstrating to the 
world. Important? A thousand times 
yes. Mark 16:18b tells us it was in- 
cluded in the divine commission just 
before Jesus went away. 

We find in Matthew 4:2, 3, that 
Jesus healed all manner of sickness 
and diseases, and the 24th verse tells 
us of the different cases brought to 
Him. Dear souls, He will still heal all 
manner of sickness and diseases if 
we only bring our cases to Him. 

Did I hear someone say that was 
iust while Jesus was here on earth? 
Well, brother, it continued till Peter’s 
and Paul’s revival campaigns, I know, 
for we read of it in Acts 3:1-9 and 
Acts 14:8-10. They were just ministers, 
carrying out the command that Jesus 
gave them. Yes, some folks have 
learned so much in the last ten years 
they can almost sit like a tombstone 
and the power of God falling all 
around them, and never say, “Amen,” 
even if the preacher hurls the truth 
of God like a thunderbolt. I’m afraid 
that kind of learning was not ob- 
tained in the school of “Divine 
Truth.” As someone has truly said, 
“They have changed their upper 
room for the supper room.” 

Brother, sister, friend, if God ever 
had the power to heal us, He still 
has the power. The fault lies in us. 
This is a divine truth and should not 
be shunned by those who have gone 
forth as ministers of the gospel. Let 
us declare it and put it into practice. 

For over twenty-two years God has 
been our family physician and He 
has never failed us. Glory to God! 
All do not get healing in the same 
manner but it is all by the power 
of God, nevertheless. Take the case 


of the man sick of the palsy, Luke 
5:18-26. This case required effort on 
the part of others. I like to think 
of the untiring efforts of these friends 
who were determined to get this man 
to Jesus. They didn’t stop to consider 
what people would think. If it takes 
tearing up the roof (of obstinacy and 
self-will), let’s get the case to Jesus. 
He’ll answer by healing. They carried 
him on the bed to Jesus, but he left 
shouting the victory and carrying the 
bed, too. Then there is the case of 
the centurion’s servant, Matt. 8:5, 
which only required faith. Jesus spoke 
the word and the servant was healed. 
Sometimes we have only to send a 
request for prayer to the church or 
to the pastor and as they pray we 
are healed, although we are not pres- 
ent. Many times we have known this 
to be the case. However, some cases 
require the Master’s touch as in Matt. 
8:14, when Peter’s mother-in-law lay 
sick of a fever. I seem to visualize 
that daughter’s anxiety that day as 
her husband was absent from home. 
He was assisting the great Teacher 
from Nazareth in His ministry. His 
was a noble calling, but Mother was 
dangerously ill. Would they reach 
home in time? I seem to see her as 
she first ministers to her sick mother, 
then anxiously watches the road. She 
meant to have everything in readi- 
ness, the meal prepared, but Mother 
is so sick. Ah yes, there they come at 
last! The great Master is their Guest. 
He only touches the hand of her 
mother, the fever is gone, and Mother 
now ministers to the family’s needs. 

While some require the Master’s 
touch, others must touch the Master. 
In any case, we must contact God. 
Luke 8:43-48 tells us of the poor 
woman with the issue of blood, a 
disease of long standing. Jesus could 
have commanded the multitude to 
stand back and make way for her, 
but no, she must press her way amid 
the throng. Just a poor old woman, 
almost bent together, who, no doubt, 
was thrust aside many times and 
probably the object of many sneering 
remarks, mocks and jeers; but look, 
ye mockers, and take notice, ye

New Birth Ceet 


I have been about five years in the 
most fearful distress of mind as a lad. 
If any human being.felt more of the 
terror of God’s law, I can indeed pity 
and sympathize with him. Bunyan’s 
Grace Abounding contains, in the 
main, my history. Some abysses he 
went into I never trod, but some into 
which I plunged now and again he 
seems to have never known. 

I thought the sun was blotted out 
of my sky—that I had so sinned 
against God there was no hope for me. 
I prayed, but I never had a glimpse of 
an answer that I knew of. I searched 
the Word of God; the promises were 
more alarming than the threatenings. 
I read the privileges of the people of 
God, but with the fullest persuasion 
that they were not for me. The secret 
of my distress was this: I did not 
know the gospel. I was in a Christian 
land; I had Christian parents; but I 
did not fully understand the freeness 
and the simplicity of the gospel. 

I attended all the places of worship 
in the town where I lived, but I hon- 
estly believe I did not hear the gospel 
fully preached. I do not blame the 
men, however. One man preached the 
divine sovereignty. I could hear him 
with pleasure, but what was that to a 
poor sinner who wished to know what 
he should do to be saved? There was 
another admirable man who always 
preached about the law, but what was 
the use of plowing up ground that 
wanted to be sown? Another was a 
great practical preacher. I heard him, 
but it was very much like a command- 
ing officer teaching the maneuvers of 
war to a set of men without feet. What 
could I do? All his exhortations were 
lost on me. I knew it was said, “Be- 
lieve on the Lord Jesus Christ and 
thou shalt be saved,” Acts 16:31, but 
I didn’t know what it was to believe in 
Christ. I sometimes think I might have 
been in darkness and despair now had 
it not been for the goodness of God 
in sending a snowstorm one Sunday 
morning when I was going to a place 
of worship. When I could go no farther 
I turned down a court and came to a 
little Primitive Methodist chapel. In 
that chapel there might be a dozen or 
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fifteen people. The minister did not 
come that morning; snowed up, I sup- 
pose. A poor man, a shoemaker, a tai- 
lor, or something of that sort, went up 
into the pulpit to preach. 

Now, it is well that ministers should 
be instructed, but this man was really 
stupid, as you would say. He was 
obliged to stick to his text, for the 
simple reason he had nothing else to 
say. The text was, “Look unto me, and 
be ye saved, all the ends of the earth,” 
Isa. 45:22. He did not even pronounce 
the words correctly, but that did not 
matter. There was, I thought, a 
glimpse of hope for me in the text. He 
began thus: “My dear friends, this is 
avery simple text indeed. It says 
‘look.’ Now that does not take a deal 
of effort. It ain’t lifting your foot or 
your finger; it is just ‘look.’ Well, a 
man need not go to college to learn to 
look. You may be the biggest fool, and 
yet you can look. A man need not be 
worth a thousand a year to look. Any- 
one can look; a child can look. But 
this is what the text says. Then it 
says, ‘Look unto me.’ Aye!” said he, in 
broad Essex, “many of you are look- 
ing to yourselves. No use _ looking 
there. You’ll never find comfort in 
yourselves. Some look to God the 
Father. No; look to Him by-and-by. 
Jesus Christ says, ‘Look unto me.’ 
Some of you say, ‘I must wait the 
Spirit’s working.’ You have no busi- 
ness with that just now. Look to 
Christ. It runs, ‘Look unto me.’” Then 
the good man followed up his text in 
this way: “‘Look unto me; I am 
sweating great drops of blood. Look 
unto me; I am hanging on the cross. 
Look, I am dead and buried. Look unto 
me; I rise again. Look unto me; I as- 
cend; I am sitting at the Father’s 
right hand. Oh, look to me! look to 
me!’” 

When he got about that length, and 
had managed to spin out ten minutes 
or so, he was at the length of his feth- 
er. Then he looked at me under the 
gallery, and I dare say, with so few 
present, he knew me to be a Stranger. 
He then said, “Young man, you look 
very miserable.” Well, I did; but I had 
not been accustomed to have remarks 





made on my personal appearance 
from the pulpit before. However, it 
was a good blow struck. He continued, 
“And you will always be miserable— 
miserable in life and miserable in 
death—if you do not obey my text. But 
if you obey now, this moment, you will 
be saved.” Then he shouted as only a 
Primitive Methodist can, “Young man, 
look to Jesus Christ.” There and then 
the cloud ‘was gone, the darkness had 
rolled away, and that moment I saw 
the sun; and I could have risen that 
moment and sung with the most en- 
thusiastic of them, of the precious 
blood of Christ and the simple faith 
which looks alone to Him. Oh, that 
somebody had told me that before— 
Trust Christ, and you shall be saved. 
It was no doubt wisely ordered, and I 
must ever say: 

“E’er since by faith I saw the stream 

Thy wounds supplied for me, 

Redeeming love has been my theme, 


And shall for ever be.” 

Many days have passed since then, 
but my faith has held me up, and 
compelled me to tell out the message 
of free grace and dying love. 


Thousands upon thousands have 
tried this remedy. “We speak what we 
do know, and testify that we have 
seen.” Now, you are, at this moment, 
either healed or not. You are either 
saved by grace or still in your sins. 
You ought to know which. “Look un- 
to me, and be ye saved.”—Lifeline.

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The first World Representative 
Conference of Pentecostal Churches 
is past. I am pausing a moment and 
meditating on it. The idea of the con- 
ference was born during a week of 
special prayer and at the Lord’s Table 
in May, 1946. Thousands have been 
looking forward to the Conference 
days with highest expectations. Now 
they have already passed, to many 
of us, far too quickly, and they seemed 
much too short. Yet our expectations 
have been exceeded in more than one 
respect. Our hearts are full of thanks 
and praise to our Lord. What a unique 
and unforgettable gathering it was! 
Again and again we heard it repeated 
by more than one present: “We have 
never had a conference like this!” 
And it was true indeed. 

Never before has one country had 
the privilege of seeing so many of 
God’s leading Pentecostal servants 
meeting together. Nearly all the well- 
known leaders of the Movement from 
all over the world were there. What 
a blessing it was to get acquainted! 
What a precious tie of fellowship and 
love has been wrapt around our 
hearts! 

The conference was unique to us 
for the crowds it attracted. Already 
the preliminary meetings on May 4, 
in eighteen of the larger cities of 
Switzerland, saw unusual audiences 
assembled simultaneously in large 
halls. These were a promising intro- 
duction to the coming days awaiting 
us in Zurich. The public Conference 
gatherings from Monday to Friday, in 
the spacious City Hall, seating 2,000, 
were packed night after night. And 
what shall I say of the closing day,

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May 11? Never before has the famous 
Congress Building, on the beautiful 
lake shore, been invaded by such 
throngs of expectant and joyful Pen- 
tecostal people. They had come from 
many parts of the country for the 
final demonstration. In each of the 
three meetings of the day, well nigh 
3,000 must have been present. 

The Conference was also unique to 
the 260 visitors from abroad. Most of 
them were ministers of the gospel. 
Many were visiting Switzerland for 
the first time. Among them were about 
70 official delegates representing 
thousands of Pentecostal churches in 
all the continents. For those coming 
from countries impoverished and suf- 
fering from the consequences of the 
war, to spend these days in the “won- 
derland” of mountains and lakes (and 
chocolate and cheese!) seemed like a 
foretaste of paradise. To see and enjoy 
so many good things (except the high 
prices!) was more than they had an- 
ticipated, and to us Swiss folks, the

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amazement and thankfulness of our 
guests was a reminder of the un- 
deserved goodness of God to our land 
during the past eight years. It caused 
us to feel ashamed of our lack of grati- 
tude. The Pentecostal friends in Zu- 
rich did their best to make these days 
as agreeable as possible. The Lord 
Himself seemed to smile upon us in 
giving us the most beautiful weather 
through the whole week. Nature on 
all sides had unfolded its loveliest 
charms. Flowers and blossoms in the 
gardens, parks, fields and fruit or- 
chards, in all shades and colors, filled 
the air with spring perfume. 


The Conference was tfnique in the 
testimony it gave to saved and un- 
saved. In the eight public meetings— 
without counting the meetings of May 
4—tthe same glorious message was an- 
nounced from the lips of many wit- 
nesses in Holy Ghost power and in 
great liberty, all lifting up the great 
truth expressed in the general motto 
of the Conference, “Jesus Christ 
wholly and altogether—or Chaos and 
Ruin.” 

After welcoming and _ presenting 
each delegation of the 23 nations 
represented, and an impressive open- 
ing address by Pastor Schneider 
(Chairman of the Swiss Pentecostal 
Mission), we heard a truly Pentecostal 
message on Acts 2 from Donald Gee 
(Chairman of the Assemblies of God, 
England). The next evening was 
opened by a stirring appeal from E. 
S. Williams (General Superintendent 


. of the Assemblies of God, U. S. A.). 


Nobody will forget the warmth of his 
heart, burning for Christ and for the 
souls of men in need. He was followed 
by Brother Orlien (Pastor of the 
Filadelfia Church in Oslo) and then 
by Fred Squire (President of the Full 
Gospel Testimony, England). 

The following evening was dedicated 
to the ministry to the sick, and the 
only message was given by George 
Jeffreys (Bible Pattern Church Fel- 
lowship, England). The countless suf- 
fering ones pressing forward at the 
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close caused us all to look to the Great 
Physician for healing and deliverance. 

Thursday night brought before our 
eyes the mission field, as three well- 
known Pentecostal missionary pio- 
neers, J. S. Salter, J. P. Kolenda, and 
J. Payne, related what God has been 
doing in the Congo, in Brazil, and in 
Mongolia. 

The speakers on Friday night were 
H. W. Rusthoi (International Four- 
square Gospel Evangelism, Los An- 
geles), F. Kramaritsch (Chairman of 
the Frie Christengemeinde Philadel- 
phia in Oesterreich), and R. Fauvel 
(Assemblees de Dieu en France, 
Paris). 

The Sunday morning messages were 
given by Pastor Lewi Pethrus (Fila- 
delfia Church, Stockholm), exhorting 
us to take Jesus as our measuring 
rod; Noel Perkin (Missions Depart- 
ment, Springfield), emphasizing the 
missionary vision in relation to the 
near return of our Lord; and Pierre 
Nicolle (Assemblees de Dieu en 
France, Rouen), who, in his original 
way, showed the close relationship 
between the baptism in the Spirit and 
sanctification. 

In the afternoon, we heard F. J. 
Lindquist (Assemblies of God, Minne- 
apolis) on the searching question: 
“Where is the burnt offering on the 
altar?” Then followed S. Gorman 
(Vice-chairman of the Elim Four- 
square Gospel Alliance, London), and 
U. N. Gorietti (Chairman of the Ital- 
ian Pentecostal Assemblies, Rome). 
The latter, before closing, called one 
representative of each country in- 
volved in the war, to his side, and 
told of the wonderful fellowship in 
Christ that existed all through the 
horrible years of bloodshed, even be- 
tween nations at war with each other. 
A fourth address was given by Th. 
Roberts (Free Assembly in Paris). 

For the evening meeting, no less 
than ten speakers had been provided, 
giving each one five to ten minutes 
for a short farewell word. But time 
proved to be much too short. After a

few words by dear old Mrs. Barratt, 
widow of the late T. B. Barratt, of 
Oslo, it was with a special thrill we 
listened to B. Bartknecht, of Berlin, 
who had only arrived on Friday as 
the sole representative of Germany. 
He had succeeded in getting to Swit- 
zerland right from the Russian Zone, 
while all the other brethren in Ger- 
many had not been able to get their 
permits in time. Then followed P. 
van der Woude, of Rotterdam, and E. 
Manninen, of Helsinki. The remain- 
ing speakers on the list who could 
not get a chance to say a few words, 
were L. Viquerat, of Belgium; C. Tol- 
lefsen, of Norway; C. B. Smith, of 
Canada; D. du Plessis and A. H. 
Cooper, of South Africa; K. Fugowski, 
of U. S. A., representing Poland; and 
A. di Biase, of Canada, representing 
the Italian work. They were never- 
theless hurriedly introduced to the 
audience. Then the large mixed choir, 
which had in the course of the day 
and on the preceding night thrilled 
us with its beautiful singing, sang a 
fine arrangement of “Nearer My God 
to Thee,” accompanied by the orches- 
tra. God was moving many hearts. 
Brother George Jeffreys, the last 
speaker, stepped to the pulpit and 
made a final appeal. A special feature 
of this Sunday was the choice violin 
solos by J. Wannenmacher, of Mil- 


waukee, so ably accompanied by a 
lady harpist. This heavenly music 
moved countless listeners to tears. 
Special mention must be made of 
what was a charming surprise to all. 
A group of sisters sang a selection of 
well-known choruses, each one being 
in another language ranging from 
the Swiss-German dialect through 
English, Swedish, and many other 
languages, right to Sango, Sesuto, and 
even Chinese. Spontaneously, the 
huge audience broke out in clapping 
of hands. The same happened when 
the group of Elim ministers of Eng- 
land sang a series of their choruses. 
Upon general request, they had even 
to repeat these. The large Swedish 
party contributed one of their nordic 
hymns. We wished we could have en- 
joyed the accompaniment of their 
typical string music. 

The most unique and unforgettable 
meetings were the Conference Ses- 
sions. They were, and will be, of far- 
reaching importance. It was my un- 
expected and undeserved honor to be 
elected chairman. Assisted by Breth- 
ren Gee, Pethrus, Schneider, and Wil- 
liams, and by the prayers of many, 
as well as the manifest guidance of 
the Holy Spirit, we arrived at a posi- 
tive result at the close of the four 
days in session. Though it was im- 
possible to get through the whole 
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agenda, we dealt thoroughly with the 
most urgent of many items: the great 
needs of the Pentecostal work in 
Europe, and the co-ordination of our 
endeavors to render help. The diffi- 
culties and sufferings revealed by 
brethren from a number of these un- 
fortunate countries moved all of us 
deeply. 

Every delegation was stirred and 
ready to render immediate help. But 
that it was in the interest of the work 
of God, and a necessity, to unite in 
a kind of international fellowship in 
order to make our help more efficient, 
was not so readily understood by all. 
Our Scandinavian friends have al- 
ways opposed all organization beyond 
the local assembly. They persisted in 
this attitude, and it was difficult to 
reconcile the divided opinion. But the 
Lord graciously had His hand over 
our sessions. He showed us His plan. 
A mighty brotherly love, which grew 
deeper and warmer from day to day, 
prevailed and drowned every mis- 
understanding and feeling of distrust. 


Our dear Scandinavian brethren 
discovered, finally, that our dear 
American brethren, when mentioning 
the word “organization,” did not mean 
the same thing which they under- 
stood and considered to be contrary 
to the Scriptures. In seeking the best 
way to organize our united help, we 
were just as much on Scriptural 
ground as they. The four men who 
joined their efforts in carrying the 
man sick of the palsy to the feet of 
Jesus, taught us a timely lesson. We 
learned of Jesus who told His disciples 
to make the multitudes in the desert 
sit in groups of fifty. So, finally, 
after a night session of a committee— 
or we called it a group of brethren 
—and after much prayer, an impor- 
tant motion was presented to the 
Conference, which decided to invite 
a local assembly (the Pentecostal 
Church in Basel) to open a depart- 
ment in the service of the “Inter- 
national Pentecostal Churches for 
European Relief and Evangelism,” un- 
der the supervision of its present pas- 
tor. A second important motion was 
carried, and Donald Gee was asked 
to start a paper for information and 
closer co-operation in the Pentecostal 
missionary effort. May God grant wis- 
dom and strength, and provide the 
necessary men and means to carry 
out these resolutions to His glory! 


Now most of the delegates and 
visitors have returned home. A few 
remained for one or two additional 
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weeks in Switzerland, visiting the 
churches and enjoying a_ well- 
deserved holiday. The Conference was 
a wonderful experience to us all. We 
felt that Christ was there and He 
Himself had called us together. We 
realized how important it is for the 
work of God and for every one of us 
individually to meet brethren, to talk 
together and to learn from one an- 
other.. The Holy Spirit wishes to widen 
our spiritual horizon. So these blessed 
days in Zurich have left a longing in 
our hearts to meet again and to have 
another similar conference, if the 
Lord tarries. It was the unanimous 
desire to hold the next World Repre- 
sentative Conference in two years, D. 
V. Where will it be? Who will feel the 
call of God to take the initiative for 
its preparation? Let us pray that His 
holy will might be made known and 
done! 

We greet you all, dear brethren, in 
every land on the surface of the 
earth. We thank you for having taken 
an interest in our common cause. We 
think of you in your difficulties and 
persecutions, and pray for you. We 
also are in need of your prayers and 
assistance. 

Pray for us, that the Word of the 
Lord may have free course and be 
glorified.

auditoriums, where thousands of peo- 

ple attended. 

All the messages at the Conference 
were spoken or translated into at least 
three languages: French, German and 
English and sometimes into a fourth 
language, when the brother speaking 
was from Finland or Norway. 

At the conclusion of the Conference, 
Brother Steiner, the Chairman, was 
chosen unanimously to represent the 
Pentecostal Conference for Interna- 
tional Relief work, to send protesta- 
tions, in the name of the Conference 
of 1947, to governments in whose 
countries there was persecution of 
Pentecostal churches, and to call the 
next International Pentecostal Con- 
ference. With this last provision, there 
was also the desire expressed that it 
be more truly international in that 
other countries not represented might 
be able to send representatives, and 
that many more Pentecostal organi- 
zations, especially from the United 
States, be notified so that they be 
given an opportunity to attend. 

Another very constructive sugges- 
tion was that National or Regional 
Pentecostal Conferences be called to 
precede the International Conference, 
which would give the latter much 
more scope and significance. Problems 
of a purely national nature could be 
properly taken care of and would not 
occupy precious time at the Interna- 
tional Meeting. Official delegates 
could then be chosen to represent the 
Pentecostal Churches of Nations to 
discuss together problems for mutual 
benefit and the protection of the Pen- 
tecostal Movement throughout the 
world. 

This was the first Pentecostal Con- 
ference ever held that could properly 
be said to be “International,” and it 
was felt that much was accomplished. 
We left Zurich enthusiastic because of 
the fellowship with the saints in the 
Lord from all these nations, and be- 
cause of the blessings and experiences 
enjoyed together in the precious name 
of Jesus. We look forward to continued 
correspondence with our many new 
friends in Pentecost from various 
countries, to the future meetings, 
should the Lord tarry. During the en- 
tire Conference, my heart kept sing- 
ing over the words of Peter, “Lord, it 
is good for us to be here.” 

Much could be said about our first 
impressions of Europe, and especially 
of Zurich where we spent the first 
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week—of the refinement and culture 
of the people, the remarkably clean 
streets—one American said, “They 
are clean as a pin!”—of their hospi- 
table and industrious people, and their 
beautiful buildings. Surrounded with 
different customs, languages and 
ways of life, we could truly say we 
were happy to find some people could 
speak French or English as well, so 
that we began to feel more and more 
at home. 

Since the Conference in Zurich, Sis- 
ter Kluzit and I visited a numker of 
Pentecostal churches in Switzerland 
and France, We were encouraged by 
the hunger of the people we have met 
for the full gospel, but there is “still 
much land to be conquered.” There 
are whole cities and communities in 
these countries in which the full gos- 
pel has never been preached nor any 
Pentecostal church established. Europe 
needs our prayers and spiritual en- 
couragement, as well as our material 
and financial help to recover. There 
are still millions of Europeans lost in 
superstition and darkness without the 
knowledge of salvation in Jesus Christ. 

Pentecostal churches are having a 
hard struggle because of persecution 
from other Protestant churches, as 
well as Catholics. In Italy, churches 
called by the name of “Pentecost” 
have been officially closed. Through- 
out Europe there are many Pentecostal 


preachers who are suffering with their 
families because their churches are in- 
capable of supporting them financially 
due to the economic situation and 
poverty in most of these countries. The 
radio is state-controlled in Europe and 
it is practically impossible to get Pen- 
tecostal programs over the air, unless 
they come from some distant source. 


However, very encouraging reports 
came from the Pentecostal movement 
in South Africa where hundreds of 
self-supporting churches have been 
organized in the gold and diamond 
regions. Also in the Scandinavian 
countries, especially: in Sweden, has 
the Pentecostal Movement made tre- 
mendous progress. There many large 
self-supporting churches have been 
formed that send out hundreds of 
Pentecostal missionaries into other 
countries. 


The whole world, however, is looking 
to the United States to help them in 
this time of great need. AS we go on 
our faces in prayer before God, let us 
ask Him what He would have us do. 
Surely the time is short—and our 
hearts cry out for the coming of the 
Bridegroom to end this terrible suffer- 
ing of the Church and of humanity 
that goes on around us. Let us work 
while it is still day, for the night 
cometh when no man can work.—
